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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction s 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 



Group I, claim(s) 39-50, drawn to genetic construct suitable for transforming a plant comprising 
a polynucleotide encoding a starch binding domain and a GBSS1 from potato and transformed 
plants and seeds or tubers. 

Group II, claim(s) 39-50, drawn to a genetic construct suitable for transforming a plant 
comprising a polynucleotide encoding a starch binding domain and an E. coli glycogen 
branching enzyme and transformed plants and seeds or tubers. 

Group III, claim(s) 39-50, drawn to a genetic construct suitable for transforming a plant 
comprising a polynucleotide encoding a starch binding domain and a potato kinase Rl and 
transformed plants and seeds or tubers. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 1 3.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature of a nucleotide 
sequence that interacts with starch or starch granules was taught in the art. Chen ct at. 
Biotechnology Progress, 1991, Vol. 7, pp. 225-229; teach improved adsorption to starch of a 
bcta-galactosidase fusion protein containing the starch-binding domain from Aspergillus 
glucoamylase (see abstract).
